Storm Signals 
For Seamen 
b igiew Captain Blighs of the Maritime Com- 


mission have forged another link in the 
chain they intend to fasten around the necks 
of American seamen. 

That is all that medieval and hoary verdict 
of guilty in the Algic “‘mutiny’’ case means. 
It is a throwback to the days when ability 
to wield a cat-o-nine-tails was a more im- 
portant qualifiaation for a captain than know!l- 
edge of navigation. Let this verdict of mutiny 
stand in a case where seamen refused to risk 
their lives by working with incompetent scab 
longshoremen when the ship was safe in a 
harbor and their action, by no stretch of the 
imagination, could be construed as hazardous 
to ‘the safety of the vessel’’ and it won't be 
long before seamen will have to carry their 
own mattress and blankets aboard ship. 

Let the shipowners use this case to jam 
their anti-labor legislation through Congress, 
and the seamen may as well start learning 
the goose-step. 

These are the implications of the Algic 
decision and the shame of it is that the water- 
fronts along the Pacific Coast are not stirring 
with protest and indignation at this infamous 
decision. The shame of it is that certain lead- 
ers in the seafaring unions have put their 
narrow factional interests above the interests 
of the seamen, and have not used their posi- 
tions of leadership to whip up mass protest 
over the Algic frame-up.

The Kick-Back System 


a MANY years the employing class in this 
country has been using illegal methods to 
chise] on employees’ wages. Almost every work- 
er has had experience along this line. Many 
methods have been devised and used by employ- 
ers, but one of the most notorious has been the 
kick-back system. 

This system has a number of variations, most 
of which are probably familiar to every worker 
It will not be possible in this article to take up 
more than one of these variations. 

One of the simplest forms of the kick-back oc- 
curs where the worker is given full wages on 
pay-day, but is later compelled to return part ot 
the wages to his boss, either directly or indirect 
ly. If the worker refuses to do this he is fired. 
In almost all instances the worker needs a job 
so badly that he is afraid to protest. Therefor 
he kicks-back by paying part of his wages back 
to the boss or a foreman or some other stooge, 
sometimes in cash and sometimes in the form of 
groceries or other commodities. 

Since the boss usually pays wages by check, 
the worker’s endorsement on the check Is a r* 
ceipt in full of all wages due. In this way the 
boss can claim that he has paid everything 
owes to his employees, while actually he is pay- 


ne 


ing much less. 


What Are Labor's Rights 
O REMEDY this vicious situation, labor ha 
exerted tremendous pressure on the law 
makers. Exposure of the shameful conditions 
California has resulted in the adoption of laws 
intended to prevent chiseling by employers 
While these laws are far from sufficient to give 
adequate protection, it Is nevertheless importan' 
that workers should know what their rights are, 
According to the 1937 Labor Code in Califo 
nia, it is unlawful for an employer to withhold 
any part of the wages which he has agreed 10 
pay in a working agreement arrived at through 
collective bargaining. It is also unlawful fot 
the employer to secretly pay a lower wage while 
pretending to pay the wage which he has agreed 
to pay, or which the minimum wage law says he 
must pay. , 
An employer who collects or extracts from 
a worker any part of the wages which the 
worker receives is Violating the law. In 
other words, the kick-back system is de- 
clared illegal. An employer who violates the 
law is guilty of a crime and is subject to 
fine or imprisonment, or both. 


Evasions of the Law 
NIATURALLY, it can not be expected that em- 
ployers will stop using the kick-back Sys- 
tem just because a law has been passed. Em.- 
ployers will continue to make use of the kick- 
back system and other tricky devices of the same 
kind so long as workers remain silent, Every 
worker whose boss chisels on his wages should 
immediately report to the State Division of Labor 
Statistics and Law Enforcement.

The various deputies in the Labor Commis 
sionerf’s office located at the above mentioned ad 
dresses, are given power to Start criminal pro 
ceedings against any employer who has violated 
the law. Because of long contact with employ- 
ers, these deputies are very often lax in their 
protection of workers’ rights. Frequently tne) 
take such a long time to investigate the case, OF 
they postpone the hearing so many times thal 
workers lose patience and drop the cases, 

What Is to Be Done 

THE WORKER who is determined that his bos 
will not get away with chiseling, must stoutly 

insist that the Labor Commissioner’s office con 

duct an immediate investigation and hold an 

early hearing. These are things to which he }s 

entitled by law. 

If the Labor Commissioner stalls or drags the 
case along. the worker should then immediate] 
take the matter before his union.
